'HE  vast  Colonial  undertak- 
ings of  Spain  in  the  New 
World,  developing  great 
wealth  and  a  high  degree 
of  civilization,  led  to  the  most  im- 
portant architectural  movement 
known  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic 
up  to  the  period  when,  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  archi- 
tectural influences  in  this  country  be- 
came significant  in  their  expression 
of  national  life  and  character  beyond 
the  exotic  or  sporadic  manifestations 
of  earlier  years.  Spanish  Colonial 
architecture,  therefore,  has  excep- 
tional value  for  us,  not  only  as  the 
most  notable  historic  phase  of  aes- 
thetic development  in  this  hemi- 
sphere, but  practically,  by  reason  of 
the    influences     upon     architectural

practice  in  this  country  which  it  has 
lately  been  exerting  and  which  it 
will,  doubtless,  continue  to  exert 
hereafter. 

New  Spain,  as  Mexico  was  called 
previous  to  its  political  independence, 
was  the  scene  of  the  highest  develop- 
ments of  Spanish  Colonial  architec- 
ture. It  was  the  richest  of  Spanish 
provinces,  and  the  one  most  open  to 
direct  influences  from  the  Mother 
Country.     The  chief  forms  of  archi-

the  church  was  dominated  by  men  of 
high  intellectual  and  executive  capac- 
ity, and  guided  by  the  artistic  senti- 
ments that  then  characterized  the 
church  in  the  Old  World. 

In  Central  and  South  America 
the  movement 
was  strongly  akin 
to  that  in  New 
Spain.  But  there 
it  did  not  have 
the  wealth  at 
command  that  it 
did  in  the  favorite 
vice-royalty  to  the 
north  ;  neither 
was  it  favored  by 
such  richness  of 
materials  nor  by 
so  high  a  degree 
of  intelligent 
guidance.  Sub- 
sequently to  his 
studies  of  Span- 
ish Colonial  archi- 
tecture in  Mexico, 
the  writer  made 
a  visit  to  Argen- 
tina and  Uruguay, 
and  was  im- 
pressed by  the 
way  in  which  the 

art  of  the  colonial  ''°''''  °' '"  vaiendan 

period  in  those  countries  falls  short 
of  its  expression  in  New  Spain.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  Cuba.  In  senti- 
ment and  in  general  character  there 
is  a  close  kinship.  But  with  much 
that  is  admirable,  the  manifestations 


of  the  art  in  those  countries  lack  the 
richness  and  the  distinctive  excel- 
lences that  characterize  it  in  Mexico. 
The  architectural  movement  in 
Portugal  was  closely  identified  with 
that  of  Spain,  as  might  be  expected 
from  the  identity 
of  the  two  coun- 
tries in  race,  in 
culture,  and  in 
artistic  environ- 
ment. Yet  Por- 
tugal lay  some- 
what apart  from 
the  main  currents 
that  affected  the 
aesthetic  develop- 
ment of  Spain. 
One  is  impressed 
by  this  difference 
in  the  presence 
of  the  Colonial 
architecture  of 
Brazil,  where, 
with  much  that  is 
picturesque  and 
entertaining,  one 
feels  the  lack  of 
dignity,  of  the 
fine  sense  of  pro- 
portions, of  aes- 
thetic values  in 
general,  that 
marks  the  art  when  derived  from 
Spanish  sources.  Very  marked 
among  the  notable  qualities  that  the 
art  of  the  two  great  Latin  colonial 
divisions  have  in  common  is  the  exten- 
sive employment  of  majolica  tiles  for

external  decoration  —  a  heritage  from 
Moorish  and  Arabesque  influences. 
In  the  old  coast  cities  of  Brazil  this 
is  very  prevalent,  but  the  work,  as  a 
rule,  lacks  the  fine  quality  one  finds 
in  Mexico,  or  even  in  such  colonies 
as  Argentina  and  Uruguay.  Excep- 
tion, however,  should  be  made  in 
behalf  of  the  great  Franciscan  mon- 
astery at  Bahia.  Here  the  walls  of 
the  cloisters  are  covered  with  superbly 
rich  designs  in  blue  and  white  tiles, 
representing  both  sacred  and  secular 
subjects.  This  work,  however,  is 
Delft  —  a  reflection  of  the  Dutch  in- 
fluences that,  in  Colonial  days,  were 
strong  along  the  Brazilian  coast. 

A  peculiar  justification  for  the 
present  popularity  of  the  Spanish 
Colonial  in  the  United  States  lies  in 
the    circumstance    that    in     a     great

measure  the  style  is  historically  our 
own  heritage,  not  only  in  a  continen- 
tal sense,  but  much  in  the  same 
way  that  the  English  Colonial,  or 
Georgian,  is  peculiarly  ours.  A  very 
large  proportion  of  what  is  now  Amer- 
ican territory  was  formerly  a  part  of 
New  Spain  :  California,  Nevada,  Ari- 
zona, New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Utah, 
Texas,  Louisiana,  Florida.  Very  feli- 
citously the  Spanish  Colonial  has  be- 
come the  distinctive  local  style  in 
nearly  all  those  sections.  In  the 
luminous  atmosphere,  brilliant  sun- 
shine, and  landscape  conditions  of 
most  of  those  regions  —  often  of  a 
semi-tropical  character — it  is  as  much 
at  home  as  the  reticent  dignity  of  the 
Georgian  finds  itself  in  New  Eng- 
land, Virginia,  and  elsewhere  in  the 


former  British  colonies  of  the  Atlan 
tic  seaboard. 

In  the  once   Spanish 
sections    of   our  country 
the    prevalence    of     the 
Spanish  Colonial  very  ap- 
propriately and  very  hap- 
pily   maintains   the    con- 
tinuity  of  historic  tradi- 
tion,    agreeing    most 
admirably  with  the  sono- 
rous graciousness  of  the 
Spanish  names  that  satu- 
rate the  local  geography. 
This  is  true  even  in  iColorado,  where, 
except  in  the  sparse  Mexican  popula- 
tion in  some  of  the  southern 
valleys  of  the  Rockies,  the 
names    remain    the     only 
vestige  of  Spain's  ancient 
proprietorship.     Even    for 
the   country  at  large,  the 
Spanish  Colonial  is  a  form 
less  exotic  than  any  other 
outside    of   those   that  are 
specifically     English     and 
intimately  associated  with 
the    development    of    the 
English  colonies.     Its  em- 
ployment  as  a  distinctive 
element    in    the    architec- 
tural    catholicity    of     our 
eclecticism   seems    author- 
ized both  by  historic  asso- 
ciation and  the  prerogative 
of    national     inclusiveness 
for  all  qualities  that   con- 
tribute to  our  development  as  a  people, 
as  well  as  by  the  high  full  light,  the 
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ample  sunshine,  and  the  clear  atmos- 
phere that  characterize  our  American 
conditions  in  general — at- 
tributes of  environment 
which  particularly  agree 
with  this  style. 

For  us  the  most  im- 
mediately familiar  aspects 
of  the  Spanish  Colonial 
are  those  of  the  form 
known  as  the  "Mission" 
style,  preserved  in  the 
numerous  surviving  ex-_ 
amples  of  the  old  Cali- 
fornia missions.  More  elaborate  and 
less  provincial  instances  are  the  beau- 
tiful old  mission  church  of 
San  Xavier  del  Bac,  near 
Tuscon,  Arizona,  and  some 
of  the  old  Texas  missions. 
The  Arizona  example  is 
an  outpost  of  the  work  in 
Sonora,  where  it  expressed 
an  extensive  local  develop- 
ment of  mineral  wealth. 
Strikingly  fine  is  also  some 
of  the  work  near  San  An- 
tonio, Texas,  particularly 
the  sculptured  portal  of  the 
old  monastery  of  San  Jose, 
later  a  prison,  brought  into 
a  more  immediate  relation 
to  the  art  of  the  Mother 
Country  by  the  circum- 
stance that  it  was  designed 
by  an  architect  named 
Huica,  said  to  have  been 
sent  especially  from  Spain  in  1718 
for  the  purpose.     In   New  Orleans, 


also,  much  of  the  work  that  gives 
historic  character  to  the  city  is  due 
to  Spanish,  rather  than  French,  influ- 
ence, dating  from  the  period  of 
Spanish    occupancy. 

The  first  notable  modern  example 
of  Spanish  Colonial  architecture 
east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  was  the 
California  State  Building  at  the  Co- 
lumbian World's  Fair  in  Chicago  —  a 
development  from  Mission-style  mo- 
tives so  beautiful  that  it  seemed  a 
pity  it  could  not  have  been  repro- 
duced in  permanent  form.  Perhaps 
the  primary  impetus  to  the  Spanish 
tendency  in  our  modern  architecture 
should  be  credited  to  Messrs.  Carrere 
&  Hastings,  with  their  fascinating 
"Ponce  de  Leon  "  at  San  Augustine, 
Florida,  antedating  the  Chicago  work

by  several  years.  But  the  deriva- 
tions of  that  important  structure  were 
more  immediately  Spanish,  rather 
than  Spanish  Colonial.  In  this  coun- 
try the  style  has  been,  perhaps,  more 
popular  in  secular  and  domestic  than 
in  ecclesiastical  architecture.  In 
dwellings  and  in  railway  stations  it 
has  become  the  dominant  style,  not 
only  in  California,  but  throughout  the 
other  parts  of  this  country  that  once 
belonged  to  Spain.  It  is  also  becom- 
ing a  distinctive  style  in  our  Southern 
States,  while  here  in  the  North  it 
happily  lends  itself  to  the  demands 
of  the  substantial  and  massive-looking 
cement,  or  concrete,  forms  of  con- 
struction now  in  favor  for  country 
and    seaside    dwellings.      Important 


among  recent  secular  work  in  this 
style  may  be  mentioned  the  hotel  and 
railway  station,  the  "  Alvarado,"  at 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  and  the 
monumental  new  Terminal  Station  at 
Atlanta.  In  ecclesiastical  architec. 
ture  Messrs.  Maginnis,  Walsh  & 
Sullivan  have  employed  the  Spanish 
Colonial  to  beautiful  advantage  in  the 
new  Cathedral  at  Los  Angeles. 

The  beautiful  palace  designed  by 
Messrs.  Kelsey  &  Gret  for  the 
Bureau  of  American  Rejaiblics  in 
Washington  is  a  significant  and  strik- 
ingly appropriate  instance  of  the  em- 
ployment of  the  style  in  our  cosmo- 
politan practice. 

The  Spanish  Colonial  differenti- 
ates itself  from  the  architecture  of 
the  Mother  Country  in  various  ways 
that  give  it  the  savor  of  the  soil  —  as 
in  adaptation  to  New-World  materials 
and  other  local  conditions,  and  in  the 
employment  of  the  forms  more  preva- 
lent in  Spain  in  the  two  centuries 
from  the  period  of  the  Discovery  of 
the  Conquest  to  that  of  the  Spanish- 
American  Revolution  than  in  previous 
periods.  In  itself  it  comprises  a  con- 
siderable range  in  form  and  motive 
from  those  of  the  severe,  though 
often  picturesque,  "early  Franciscan" 
of  the  first  years  of  colonization, 
the  full  Renaissance,  the  Mude'jar, 
the  Churrigueresque,  the  Spanish 
Baroque,  down  to  the  free  Renais- 
sance of  the  great  Mexican,  Tresguer- 
ras,  at  the  era  of  Independence. 


One  of  the  greatest  merits  of  the 
style  is  its  insistence  upon  the  con- 
centration of  ornament  at  a  few  salient 
points,  and  a  consequent  association 
of  decorative  richness  with  organic 
massiveness  and  sobriety  of  form- 
We  have  but  to  look  at  our  Boston 
Trinity,  for  instance, —  Spanish  Ro- 
manesque in  its  derivation, —  to  see 
how  much  nobler  the  revised  facade 
might  have  been  had  the  flanking 
towers  been  designed  without  the 
window-openings  that  weaken  their 
mass.  Another  distinctive  character 
of  the  style  is  the  dome  ;  probably  no 
other  country  has  so  many  good 
domes  of  honest  masonry  as  Mexico. 
And  the  very  general  practice  of  giv- 
ing these  a  surface  of  majolica  tiling, 
brilliant  in  color  and  admirable  in 
decorative  pattern,  carries  the  Mexi- 
can dome  to  a  rank  beyond  that  of 
the  Italian  with  its  sheathing  of  wood 
and  metal. 

The  Spanish  Colonial  inherits 
from  the  Iberian  temperament  a  free- 
dom, a  tendency  to  depart  from  con- 
ventional precedents,  that  give  it  a 
flexibility  desirable  in  our  modern 
practice.  Not  only  tradition  and 
association,  but  our  insular  posses- 
sions in  the  West  Indies  and  in 
the  Pacific,  and  our  growing  in- 
fluence in  Latin  America,  promise 
to  assure  to  the  Spanish  Colonial 
a  permanent  importance  for  Amer- 
ican architects.
